CQnscrlptlon  "  In  Its  propaganda  literature  it  is 
pointed  out  that  "the  Government  is  spending 
more  than  a  million  a  day  on  the  War,"  therefore, 
"act  now  for  $5, 000. 000  fmtn  Ottawa,  with  Provin- 
ciail  grants  to  total  $1U,UU0,U00  for  youth  training, 
scholarships,  recreation,  to  serve  youth.** 

A  section  of  thi.s  orRanizatlon  recently  held  a 
nicetlng  in  Saskatoon,  at  which  there  were  126 
"accredited  delegates:"  *  Of  these  60  were  Young 
Contmunlste,  some  representing  "front  organiza- 
tions" .set  up  by  the  Youth  Communist  League. 
At  thi.s  gathering  the  subject  of  the  War  was 
introduced.  The  position  taken  was  In  favor  of 
tho.se  fighting  acjainst  the  powers  of  apRre.s.sion, 
but  thi.s  .stand  was  not  approved  by  the  Young 
Communists.  The  result  of|  this  difference  of 
opinion  h.is  created  di.ssensinn.s  in  the  rank.s  of 
the  Canadian  Youth  Congress,  and  the  organiza- 
tion, faces  either  disruption  or  being  left  entirely 
in  the  hands  of  the  enemies  of  the  cause  for 
wiiich  the  British  Empire  is  fighting.

Master  of  Lost  Freighter  Did 
Not  Realize  Danger, 
Report  Announces

tion," declares  F.  H;  Barlow,  chair- 
man of  the  commission  investigating 
the  sinking  of  the  freighter  Arling- 
t<wi  In  Lake  Superior  on  May  1,  In  a 
report  filed  today  with  the  Minister 
of  Transport, 

Tlie  report  .said:  "There  ha.s  been 
much  speculation  as  U>  why  the 
master  (Captain  F.  J,~lurkei  was 
lost.

I  When  he  retired,  he  wa.s  on  the 
staff  of  Tlie  Halifax  Herald,  for 
which  he  had  conducted  a  daUy 
sports  ooltnnn  and  a  weekly 
theatrical  cnlunui  sune  19.10  He 
joined  that  newspaper  after  spend- 
ing almost  half  a  etntiiry  on  The 
Acadian  Recorder,  s  Battlbx  daily 
which  ceased  publication  In  IWO. 

Te  loined  Ti.'  Rer  order  In  1881 
two  years  after  becoming  Eastern 
Canadlah   correspondent  for  The 

Spirit  of  the  Times,  a  New  York 
sports  paper  Later,  he  became 
news  editor  of  that  p.iper. 

Mr.  Power  was  perhaps  best  luiown 
for  hit  annual  Trotting  and  Racing 
Review  an  authoritative  summary 
that  came  out  for  forty -nine  years.

No  child  was  too  >'oung  to  Instruct 
in  the  use  of  a  book  Any  book  mignt 
be  regarded  as  a  tool,  and  li.s  u.se 
could  begin  even  -in  the  pre-tchool 
age.  The  important  factora  In  the 
cren'  a      hool  Ubrarv  were 

a  wi  it'U  '!>>ck'of  books  and  a 

trained  staff.  The  stock/lhould  in- 
clude, reference  booka.  one  good  dic- 
tionary, one  'good  encyclopaedia, 
some  anthology,  some  books  on  art. 
books  which  were  deflnltely  related 
to  the  curriculum 'and  booka  for 
recreational  reading 

Some  advice  was  given  concerning 
the  assembling  of  such  library  mate- 
rial as  clippings  and  pictures  It  wa.s 
important  to  give  the  child  good 
pictures,  books  with  gorxi  illu.stra- 
tlons.  In  the  West,  particularly,  it 
was  very  poaalble  that  the  oqly  con- 
tact with  art  that  the  chCd  might 
ever  have  would  be  through  the 
weli-illu.strated  book,  and  monejT 
would  be  well  spent  In  acquiring 
aueh  for  the  school  library!
